ertzch for the neceſlary defence ofthe true Reformed Proteſtant Religion eRtabliſhed by Law, the Liberty and Property 
of the Subject, and Our own juſt Righes according to Law; all which being (ctled and{ubmirted to, or tuch a free and 
Peaceable conventionin Parliament being provided for,that the ſame might be letled, We have oftered and are ſill ready 
to Disband Our Armies ; and as the (aid Qath was deviled only toprevent Peace, and ropreengage the Yores of the 
Menbers of both Houſes ( directly contrary co the Freedom and Liberty of Parliament ) and to engagechem and Our 
good Subjects in the maintenance of this horrid and odious Rebellion; fo ic is directly contrary, as well co their naturall 
Duty as to the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy eſtabliſhed by Law , which obliges them to bearto Us Truth and 
Faith of Life, Members and Earthly Honour, and to defend Us to the utmoſt of their powers againſt all conſpiracies and 
Accempts whatloever, which {hall be made againſt Our Perſon, Qur Crown.and Nigniry, andtodoe their beſt endea- 
vours to diſcloſe and make known to Usall Treaſons and Traiterous Conſpiracies which ſhall beagainſt Us, and to 
their Power roaſtiſt and defend all luriſdiftions, Priviledges, Preheminences, and Authority. belonging to Us, or uniced 
and annexed tothe [mperiall Crowne oi this Realme. And whereas We xre informed chart ſome delperate ſeditious 
Perſons doe endeavour to perlwade and ſeduce others of Our Subjects rocake the [aid Oath, therebyto engage them and 
this Kingdom into a continuance of theſe miſerable and bloody diſte wpers, We doe theretore our of Grace and Com- 
paſsion to Our people, and that they may not by any craft or violence iyffer themſelves to be ſeduced againſt their Duty 
and Conſcience, warne them of their naturall Allegiance, and theffBbligarions by Oathes lawfully adminiſtred co 
them, and with them to remember the great bleſsings of God in peace and plenty which che whole Kingdome hath re- 
ceived, whilſt that Duty and thoſe Oathes were carefully obſerved, and the unſpeakeable mileries and Calamities they 
have ſuffered inthe breaking and violation thereof. Aud We doe ſtraicly Charge and Command Our loving Subjects 
of whatdegree and quality ſoever,upon their Allegiancezthat they preſume not torakethe laid ſeditious and traiterous 
Vow or Covenant,which endeavours towithdraw them from their nacurall Allegiance which they owe unto Us, and 
to which they are or oughtto be (worn, and are bound by the known Lawes ofthe Land, albeit they are nort{worn, and 
engages them in Acts of High Treaſon bythe expreſleletter of the Statute of the 25. year of King Edward the third. And 
We doe likewiſe hereby forbid and inhdiall Oar SubjeRs to impoſe, adminiſter, or tenderthe (aid Oath or Covenant: 
Andif notwithſtanding this Our gratiou:Proclamarion any perſon ſhall preſume toimpole,render,or take the ſaid Vow 
or Covenant, We hall proceed againſt hm or them with all ſevericy according tothe known Lawes ofthe Land. Given 
at Qur Court at Ox. 0R Þ the one and Twentieth day of Iune,inthe ninteenth year of Our Raigne.
